Offered. 


W ashington, Sept. 24. — President 
Wilson refused to let the C olorado 
Fuel and Irtn company turn (iowa hi' 
plan of a peaceful settlem ent of the 
Colorado mining strike, when J. F, 
We)home, president of tho company, 
told the president that his plan was 
not acceptable to the company. 
T he president, in reply, told Mr. 
W elborne to reconsider, and in tile 
most emphatic fashion told him that 
in v iew of the present crisis in the 
country he should not definitely re­ 
fuse the offer of settlem ent. 
Mr. Welborne promised to get into 
touch with the other operators iii Col­ 
orado, and have their answ er in the 
president's hands in a tew days.

The Colorado Fuel and Iron com 
pany, through Mr. W elborne, present 
ed an alternative plan of settlem ent 
to tho president. The latter declined 
to oonsider it, saying that lie was not 
thoroughly familiar with the facts of 
tho Colorado 
situation, but that he 
thought tiiat the plan of a three years' 
triu e a fair one. He added that he did 
not intend to act as judge or arbiter 
iii the situation, but only as a pi-a< e 
maker.

royal expression Iii architecture. From 
early Gothic to Romanesque and from 
Romanesque to reunion nee the build­ 
ings of ltheims reveal better than any 
records the city's historical develop 
luent 
And of all the buildings Ulus 
trutive of their various |*»riods there 
are said to be uo better examples than 
those reported destroyed by the shells 
of Germans—the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame and the Church of St. Jacques, 
tine monuments of the early Gothic; 
the later Gothic edit!ce of the arch­ 
bishop's palace aud finally the city ball, 
a handsome work of the best period of 
the French renaissance. 
No one really knows who designed 
and built the cathedral, although the 
names of the two Robert* de Cooey 
and of the monk lingoes Lnbergler 
are traditionally connected with Its lie 
ginnings. 
The first stone* were laid 
in 1211; tho choir was finished thirty 
years later, together with the transepts 
and part of the nave, while tile suiierb 
west facade dates from the latter part 
of the thirteenth century.

The famous clock with Its mechnnl 
cal figures Is In the north transept and 
dates from the sixteenth century. The 
treasury of the cathedral, which con­ 
tains many historical and valuable ve* 
sol* in gold. is the most remarkable in 
France. The treasures Include not only 
the coronation ornaments of various 
kings, but the vase of St. Ursula, the 
massive chalice of S t Rendglus and a 
beautiful Ivory liturgical comb as well 
as countless crucifixes in gold, silver 
and precious woods.

Its capture Ta not ©s&entlul to 
the plan of the Huusian genet a 1 staff, 
but lf lls reduction can be accomplish 
ed a large force of men that would 
otherwise be held back by its invest 
luenl would be freed for field service. 
According to a report received al 
the war office from General Ruszk* 
the capture of Jaroslaw 
was rude 
without heavy loss to the Russian, 
that besieged it, but the Austrian gar 
rlsons of the twenty-three forts th en 
suffered heavily. More than 6500 were 
killed <cr wounded by the fire of tin 
Russian siefce guns. 
It is reported at headquarters thai 
the Russians took more than 2*.CM 
prisoners, large quantities of aru rn un! 
lion and supplies and sixty-four guns 
besides many rapid firers. Home of th* 
Austrian troops attem pted to r* tr* a' 
to Prztmysl as the forts were bein 
tattered to pieces, but they were Cl 
off by the Cossacks, who had crosse 
the Hail river at Radymno. 
The capture of Jaroslaw will be cd 
great help to the Russian armies, as it 
control* the railroad 
leading from 
Lemberg to Cracow.

Counterfeiter

John 'Roelf, detective, 
was called 
upon by the m anager of the Third Na­ 
tional bank to fetafct out the perpe­ 
trators of spurious 4en dollar bill* oft 
their bauk. 
He began by making a 
thorough exam ination of the bills. 
It 
would seem that a good engraver could 
muke a duplicate of any bank bill that 
would be practically peridot 
But no 
m atter how much care he puts on It 
there will be differences. 
On these 
bills there was a m iniature likeness of 
the then secretary of the treasury 
There was a difference between the 
valid aud spurious pictures in the right 
nostril, the left eyebrow aud a line 
running between the nose and the left 
cheek. 
But this was of no moment to the 
detective except to enable him to spot 
one of the counterfeits when he saw it 
It did not help him in running down 
the counterfeiter.

Knelt Interviewed several of the per 
anus on whom these spurious bills had 
been passed—a young woman cashiei 
in un Ice cream saloon. 
She said thai 
a young man had brought in a girl, or 
dering Ice cream, cake and other artl 
d e s fi*r both of them; had |>aid for 
what he bought with a ten dollar bib 
and received SIMS change. 
After the 
departure of the couple the bill was 
found to be counterfeit 
The only person who saw this young 
man aud woman was the cashier her 
self. who waited on them. no other |»er 
son connected with the saloon being 
present 
but her description tallied 
with that of others—that is, the de 
scriptlon of the young inun. for this 
was the only time he was reported In 
company with a girl. 
Itoelf gave u telephone nullifier to 
the proprietors of a certain store on 
the main shopping street of the town 
and asked them. lf uuy oue passed the 
spurious bills, to call him up aud bold 
on to the iiersou who had offered It 
Then be took a novel, sat down by the 
Instrum ent, read and waited. 
Un the third day of his waiting he 
was rung up from a cigar store. 
A 
young man had ca I Ie i, bought a hand 
ful of cigars, offered a counterfeit ten 
dollar bill, received $8 and some sil 
ver In change, lighted a cigar and gone 
out smoking. The proprietor had tele 
phoned Itoelf and sent a boy to shad 
ow the young man. 
Itoelf went to 
the cigar store, and when the boy re 
turned he showed tile detective a house 
which the yonag man had entered. 
Itoelf remembered that there were 
different j»os*lbilit!ea connected with 
this young man. 
The bill might have 
been passed on him. he being entirely 
innocent of the matter. 
Lie might be 
passing the bills for the maker. 
The 
house lie entered might be In Do wa} 
connected with the you nterf el ting. 
It 
might be the place where the bill- 
were made, 
it behooved Itoelf, there 
fore. to be careful lu his Investigation*- 
leat he either pome dow n on Innocent 
perilous or frighten tile counterfeiter- 
away with all their paraphernalia. 
W hat he did was to observe tin- 
house. 
Ile loitered near it for half a 
day to see who came from and went 
to I t 
No one Mitered i t but a woman 
came o u t 
The usual way for detectives to 
watch a suspected house Is to hire a 
room opposite. 
U,oeif did this and 
kept close observation on the bourn 
the young man had entered. 
Within 
a few days uuotber case of passing th* 
IaIIIs was retained to him. 
A young 
m an—very likely tl*e sam e persou at- 
b e fo re -had bought a hat with one of 
them. 
The bill had been detected, th* 
purchaser had been followed and had 
•utct cd the house Itoolf was watching 
This removed all doubt that the gull 
'y |H-rHon occupied Hie bouse in que* 
ikm 
Itoelf 
made arrangem ents 
t«* 
-aid It. but concluded to get what ad 
dltloDn! Information lie was able lie 
fore doing so 
Ile kept up bis watch. 
hut the only i*crsou he saw come out 
or go In was a young girl. 
It seemed 
to Itoelf that there was ooniethiug fa 
m iliar to him uhout her. but he could 
uot tell what It was 
He uever caught 
a fair glimpse of her face, for when 
ever she emerged from the house, lf 
the w eather was fair, she put up a 
parasol und if it rained flu umbrella. 
Roelf now gave orders among the 
shoirn that lf any one passed oue of 
the spurious bills and it was detected 
before the jierson passing it got away 
he w as to lie detained.
